Whereasconservation wardens have conscientiously performed their duties without always
having safe,adequate equipment and without receiving pay comparable to other persons who
enforceour laws or protect our natural resources; and

Whereas,in the face of ridiculeadversity and apathyonservation wardens have stood
resoluteagainst the uncontrolled use of our natural resourcesdmgoting conservation awareness
in the United States; and

Whereas,conservation wardens showed the need for more scientific natural resources
managemenpracticesmore eficient state and federal protective agencies and better regulation to
protectthe natural resources of our country and have helped to bring about those things; and
